City to Offer 
$500 in Suit

Corsicana City Commission voted 4-1 last 


night over Mayor Sue Youngblood's op- 
position to pay $500 to Mrs. Emma Clary, 
Corsicana's first woman police officer, for 
"compromise and settlement" in her appeal 
to district court of her dismissal from the 
police department. 


Her dismissal by Police Chief Don Massey 


on July 3 had been upheld by the Corsicana 
Civil Service Commission July 18. 


Mayor Youngblood said this morning that 


City Attorney Glenn Stewart had "recom- 
mended" a compromise settlement to the 
Commission during two executive sessions — 
the first on Oct. 1 before the appeal suit filed 
in district court was scheduled to be held Oct. 
7, and again night. Stewart reviewed the 
litigation Tuesday night during executive 
session for the primary benefit of Com- 
missioner Bob Scott, who had missed the 
earlier briefing, the mayor said. 


Mrs. 
Youngblood said Stewart had in- 


formed the Commission Mrs. Clary's at- 
torneys had approached him seeking a 
compromise to settle the lawsuit without 
going to court for trial. 


Stewart's office said he was out of town for 


the day this morning. 


MRS. CLARY, through her attorneys, Bill 


Kugle and Henry Skelton of Athens, had 
appealed the ruling of the Civil Service 
Commission that her indefinite suspension by 
Chief Massey be upheld and she be per- 
manently dismissed from the department, 
seeking re-instatement to her position as a 
police officer. 


Chief Massey, in suspending Mrs. Clary by 


letter July 3, gave as his "basis, two 
"charges": one, that she had been absent 
without leave June 12-15 by reason she gave 
him "false information concerning the four 
days in question", and further, on the con- 
tention she had been "neglectful of duty" in 
that she had not, since employment on April 1, 
"enforced any type traffic enforcement either 
while working traffic or through selective 
enforcement." 


In a hearing of her appeal over a two-night 


period, July 16 and 18, the Civil Service 
Commission ruled she should be "per- 
manently dismissed" on its finding she had 
given false information regarding a doctor's 
appointment in Dallas purporting to concern 
her appointment with a physician when 
testimony showed the appointment was for 
her teenage daughter. At the same time, the 
commission found the accusation she had 
neglected her duty had not been fully sub- 
stantiated in that testimony showed she had 
carried out duty assignments given her. 


It was learned by The Sun this morning that 


Mrs. Clary had moved to Teague about a 
month ago and is now employed at the Mexia 
State School. In early August, she had told 
friends and acquaintances she was seeking 
employment in other cities and would move 
from Corsicana on finding satisfactory em- 
ployment.

Sirica May Order Doctor 
Team to Examine Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


District Judge John J. Sirica 
indicated today he is consid- 
ering sending a team of three 
doctors to California to deter- 
mine if Richard M. Nixon's 
health would prevent him from 
testifying at the Watergate cov- 
er-up trial. 


Opening the 12th day of the 


trial, Sirica emphasized, how- 
ever, that he has made no deci- 
sion on defense and prosecution 
subpoeriaes for the former pres- 
ident. 


The judge has scheduled a 


hearing on the issue for Thurs- 
day. Sirica said today he wants 
defense and prosecution law- 
yers to think about who will 
foot the bill if he decides to 


conduct his own medical in- 
quiry. 


"If I should decide either now 


or later, if it should develop 
that I feel it necessary for the 
former president to appear per- 
sonally," said Sirica, "who is 
going to pay expenses to fly 
doctors out there — the defense 
or prosecution?" 


After that, the lawyer for de- 


fendant Kenneth W. Parkinson 
began his opening statement to 
the jury, portraying his client 
as a non-political lawyer lied to 
by former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell, another defendant. 


The statement 
by Jacob 


Stein, representing Parkinson, 
continued a pattern in which it 
has become every man for him-

Judge Nicholson's request of a 
$9,600 salary for a newly ap- 
pointed court reporter. (See 
story, Pg. 9-B.) 


TODAY, Nicholson explained 


that another article, 3912-K, 
repeals the law. 


Assistant District Attorney 


Pat Bachelor confirmed the 
repeal, but pointed out a sub- 
section of the same article 
provides 
that 
the 
com- 


missioners court cannot ap- 
prove a salary for a new court 
reporter that is initially higher 
than the amount paid the 
former reporter. 


According to a copy of a 


letter to the 
commissioners 


court from Bachelor, Article 
3912-K,(3) (D) "states that a 
person initially appointed to 
succeed an official shorthand 
reporter may be paid a salary 
not to exceed the salary paid to 
the person he succeeds." 


"The manner in which the 


salary may be increased is set 
out in subsection B and C," 
Bachelor states. He adds that 
"subsection C does state that 
the salary may not be in- 
creased more than 10 per cent 
in excess of the salary paid the 
year before, but it can be raised 
more than 10 per cent with 
approval of the commissioners' 
court."

Bachelor said subsections B 


and C of Article 3912-K, while 
not quoted in his letter, seem to 
back the commissioners court's 
opinion that the court can't 
legally at this time raise the 
court reporter's salary above 
the amount paid the previous 
reporter, unless a higher court 
orders payment. 


He said the law states that 


the District Judge must submit 
any requests of a salary in- 
crease for a court reporter to 
the commissioners court by 
Sept. 1, so the request can be 
considered 
in 
the 
budget. 


However, the commissioners 
can grant the judge additional 
time to submit the request. 


If the commissioners' court 


approved Nicholson's $9,600 
request, there is a question that 
someone might sue the court as 
paying an unauthorized ex- 
pense, according to Bachelor, 
the county's legal adviser. 


JUDGE Nicholson, however, 


insists, "There is no longer an 
upper limit on what court 
reporters' salaries can be." He 
contends the 
commissioners' 


court is "playing petty politics" 
as a result of the county audit 
he helped promote 
several 


weks ago. 
Nicholson said the district 
court

Magruder lied to cover up the 
misuse of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars of Nixon re- 
election funds. 
Dean, expected to be the 


prosecution's star witness, had 
been scheduled to appear Tues- 
day, but opening statements by 
two defense lawyers took long- 
er than planned. 


Nixon has himself been sub- 


poenaed to testify by the prose- 
cution and defense. U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge John J. Sirica set 
Thursday afternoon for a hear- 
ing on requests from the for- 
mer President's lawyers that, 
he be excused.

financial report for the year 
ending Sept. 30, the library has 
excess 
disbursements 
over 


receipts of $300, which means 
that the library is lacking that 
much in funds. City Secretary 
Nelda Neal, who also attended 
the meeting, said that there 
were also $2,000 worth of bills 
not yet paid for this month. 


Mayor Youngblood, in her 


capacity as chairman of the 
board, also asked the com- 
mittee to look into the "many 
complaints" 
reportedly 


received by her along with 
other board members, from the 
public since Blunk became 
librarian. 


The chairman did not go into 


particulars as to the com- 
plaints, but asked the com- 
mittee to consider them and 
meet with Blunk to discuss 
them along with the finances. 
Daniel is chairman 
of the 


committee.

mentioned 
was 


brought up by board member 
Mrs. David Brown, who said 
she had heard from "several 
people" that not enough of the 
latest best-sellers, particularly 
fiction, were being ordered.

Government publication. 


WHEN CONTACTED by the 


Daily Sun Tuesday morning, 
Blunk said that his budget 
figures did not agree with those 
of the city secretary.

are shown to have received

From Explicit Film at Convention 
Family Practice Doctors Learn About Sex 


LOS ANGELES (AP)-"I've 


never seen anything like this 
before," muttered an elderly, 
white-haired 
doctor as 
he 


watched films of nude people 
having intercourse. 


"They never taught me any- 


thing about sex in medical 
school," said another doctor as 
he lectured to a packed room of 
family physicians on problems 
of sexual development. 


It was all part of continuing 


education for specialists in 
family practice, who opened 
their annual convention here 
Monday. 


The American Academy of 


Family Physicians meeting in- 
cluded hundreds of other topics 
and scientific exhibits to pro- 
vide up-to-date information for 
the doctors, who handle a 
broad range of ailments. 


But the biggest crowd of doc- 


tors was around the EDCOA 
Productions booth, where films 
for sexual therapy and educa- 
tion of doctors in sexual tech- 
niques were being screened. 


Richard Price, EDCOA presi- 


dent and producer of the films, 
took great pains to establish 
that the films were strictly lim- 
ited to use by professionals and 
patients. 


He said doctors, hospitals and 


medical schools are buying the 
films and videotapes to demon- 
strate therapies such as sensate 
focus, in which a couple is in- 
structed in sensual exercises to 
improve their sexual commu- 
nication. 


"The response has been ex- 


cellent," Price said. "The doc- 
tors are by and large very 
much in favor. Oh, once in a 
while there are some who have 
negative feelings, but it's rare 
for anyone to leave the demon- 
stration area before the end of 
a film." 


EDCOA, 
which has dis- 


tributed seven, human sexual- 
ity films and has 40 more in 
various stages of readiness, is 
a subsidiary of Ormont Drug 
and Chemical Co., Inc. Price 
said all the films are produced 
in association with medical con- 
sultants and a professional ad- 
visory council. 


In the first of a three-day 


seminar on human sexuality, 
Dr. Beverly Mead of Creighton 
University School of Medicine 
said society has a "50,000-year- 
old hangup on sexual prob- 
lems." 


Although the seminar was to 


cover such difficulties as frigid- 


ty, impotence and homosex- 
uality, Mead said he had one 
chief aim: "To help doctors get 
over whatever sexual hangups 
they have so they can get to be 
more at ease, and given them 
courage to discuss sex with 
their patients as part of the 
medical history, not just tacked 
on at the end as an after- 
thought." 


Mead said it has been only in 


the past 10 years that doctors 
have begun to get sex educa- 
tion courses in medical school. 


He emphasized the need for 


honesty in answering childrens' 
questions about sex. 


Reagan Says GOP

the Republican party fails to 
carry out the mandate of the 
1972 election of former Presi- 
dent Nixon, a "new majority" 
movement may develop to 
sponsor a third party candidate 
for the presidency in 1976. 


At a news conference Tues- 


day, Reagan declined to say 
specifically that he would be a 
potential third-party candidate. 


"The obligation that I feel 


right now is the one that I have 
embarked on and that is to re- 
mind the people of this country 
ofwhat theyvoted for in 1972'.'

In Northern Ireland 


Nearly Half Seeking Jobs 
Last Quarter Didn't Find 
One Republican Claims Benefit from Watergate 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) 
— The Maze internment 


camp was set ablaze and al- 
most totally destroyed during a 
night of rioting by prisoners in 
the 60-acre complex, police 
sources reported today. 


At least four prison guards 


were reported injured, one with 
a fractured skull. A police 
source said 100 of the 130 quon- 
set huts at the camp seven 
miles east of Belfast were de- 
stroyed. 


Merlyn 
Rees, 
Britain's 


minister responsible for the 
troubled province, called an 
emergency meeting with local 
officials to discuss alternative; 


means of housing the estimated 
1,900 
suspected and convicted 


guerrillas held at the prison. 


British troops were ferried in 


by helicopter to quell the riot- 
ing. Security forces sealed off 
the area, and the army de- 
scribed the situation today as 
"relatively quiet." 


The Maze prison, formerly 


called Long Kesh, opened in 
September 1971 after intern- 
ment of suspected guerrillas 
without trial was introduced in 


an attempt to end the violence 
between Northern Ireland's ex- 
tremist Roman Catholics and 
Protestants. 


WASHINGTON ( A P ) - 


Nearly half 
of the persons 


seeking jobs during the last 
three months could not find 
work, the labor Department 
says. 


In a quarterly report on em- 


ployment, the department said 
Tuesday that about 50 per cent 
of the 
five million persons 


unemployed during the third 
quarter had been seeking jobs 
for less than five weeks, but 
nearly one million had been 
searching for 15 weeks or more. 


The report said the nation's 


jobless rate, which rose to 5.8 
per cent in September, aver- 
aged 5.5 per cent for the last 


three-month period. 


Employment continued to 


grow during the quarter, but at 
a relatively slow pace, the de- 
partment said. 


"An important factor in the 


sluggish employment picture 
has been the slump in the con- 
struction industry," the depart- 
ment added. It said the pro- 


longed decline in housing starts 
had an adverse effect on re- 
lated industries such as lum- 
ber, furniture and appliances. 
Unemployment in the construc- 
tion industry has climbed to 
nearly 13 per cent. 


TRENTON, N.J. (AP) - 


Rep. 
Charles W. Sandman Jr. 


of New Jersey figures he is in 
an unusual position for a Re- 
publican this year. He claims 
to have benefitted from the 
notoriety of Watergate.

edly accusing Nixon without 
enough evidence. 


The figures are termed non- 


sense by Sandman's opponent, 
William Hughes, 42, a lawyer 
who came within 4,000 votes of 
unseating Sandman in 1970. 


What's more, if Sandman's 


claims are accurate, his dis- 
trict must be one of the few 
around to feel so kindly toward 
Nixon. 


According to a recent survey 


by a polling organization at 
Rutgers, the state university, 
nearly two out of three New 
Jersey residents opposed Presi- 
dent Ford's pardon of his re- 
signed predecessor. 


In contrast to Sandman, the 


other New Jersey Republican 


on the Judiciary Committee, 
Rep. 
Joseph J. Maraziti, has 


been saying as little as possible 
about impeachment and the 
pardon, even though his district 
is heavily Republican. 


Maraziti also originally sided 


with Nixon on all impeachment 
votes. 


A first-term 
congressman 


from a sprawling rural, middle- 
class district in central and 
northwestern 
New 
Jersey, 


Maraziti is being seriously 
challenged by Mrs. Helen Mey- 
ner, a liberal Democrat, the 
wife of former Gov. Robert B. 
Meyner. 


She ran a surprisingly strong 


race in losing to Maraziti by 
25,000 votes in the 1972 Nixon 


landslide. 


Both Sandman and Maraziti 


are in tight races, according to 
Republican leaders. 
"Don't 


quote me. But it's rough all 
around," said one GOP state 
official who is worried about 
Republican apathy. 


New Jersey's third Judiciary 


Committee member, Democrat- 
ic Chairman Peter W. Rodino 
of Newark, is cultivating a na- 
tional reputatin gained through 
his exposure at the televised 
impeachment hearings. 


Rodino faces only token oppo- 


sition from a sewerage com- 
mission workman in his bid for 
a 14th term and has spent a lot 
of time campaigning for Demo- 
crats elsewhere in the country. 


He has made a television 


commercial for Sen. George 
McGovern, D-S.D., appeared 
with the Democratic ticket in 
New York, and was received 
warmly during a campaign 
swing through the Midwest. 


Rodino, the dean of the New 


Jersey congressional delega- 
tion, won praise for his man- 
agement of the impeachment 
proceedings. 


In his 
national campaign 


tours, he has been telling au- 
diences Nixon's resignation re- 
newed the American political 
system and restored hope for 
electing leaders of integrity and 
good will. 


Sandman is coming off the 


worst defeat any New Jersey 


gubernatorial candidate ever 
suffered, losing by a record 
landslide to Democrat Brendan 
T. Byrne last year. 


In that race he even failed to 


carry his own district and split 
the party badly. 


The wounds have not entirely 


healed. 


In his fight for political sur- 


vival, Sandman portrays him- 
self as a national defender of 
Nixon. 


His billboards show him be- 


fore bank of microphones and 
the signs bear the slogan, 
''When he speaks, the nation 
listens." 


Sandman has tried to put 


some distance between himself 
and the administration.

MEXIA-The folks of Mexia, 


with the help of friends from 
across the nation, have con- 
structed an attractive and 
unique monument in memory 
of a popular native son, the late 
Dr. C. P. McKenzie. 


The monument is a covered 


bridge and, except for a similar 
structure 
in 
a 
Texas 


amusement park and one in a 
wealthy subdivision in Conroe, 
it is the only "public" covered 
bridge in the state. 


Dr. McKenzie's popularity is 


easily apparent from the speed 
with which donations rolled in 
for the bridge project. A loosely 
organized committee composed 
of

McKenzie's friends decided in 
the latter part of August to 
attempt a goal of $3,000 in 
donations and, within three 
weeks, the cash arrived from as 
far away as Washington, 
Arkansas, Massachusetts and 
Ohio, plus areas throughout 
Texas. In fact, an overabun- 
dance of cash was donated. The 
final total stands at $4,890, 
collected from about 275 in- 
dividuals.

Small Town Bank Booms

RIO VISTA, Tex. (AP) - A 


rural West Texas town of about 
400 inhabitants seems a strange 
place to find a thriving bank. 


But the First State Bank of 


Rio Vista, better known to its 
customers as the Cow Pasture 
Bank, boasts 12,000 customers 
and deposits of $21.4 million, up 
nearly $3 million from a year 
ago. 


While many small town bank- 


ers brood over sagging depos- 
its, Lowell Smith Jr. says con- 
tinuity of management is the 
real secret of his bank's suc- 
cess. 


Smith is president of the 


bank, which was founded by his 
father more than 50 years ago. 
His father, who "is crowding 
80," still is chairman of the 
bank's board. 


Some novel marketing ap- 


proaches also help explain the 
bank's success. 


First, it's probably the only 


bank with fly-in service. 


A customer can land on the 


airstrip in the pasture behind 
the bank and walk up to the 
window to make a deposit or 
withdrawal. 


"Quite a few people fly in 


each week to make deposits," 
Smith said in an interview. "I 
guess it's a convenience other 
banks don't offer." 


The strip behind the bank is 


on the Smith family ranch on 
the outskirts of town. 


The bank itself operates from 


an unpretentious, Western-style 
building. The interior is deco- 
rated with painted scenes and 
pictures depicting Western life. 


And then there are the bank 


checks with a cartoon drawing 
of a cowboy trying to rope a 
steer and "making his usual 
mistakes." 


"We try to play upon humor 


and give people a lift in our ad- 
vertising," said Smith. "People 
appreciate a little humor in 
anything. We just try to give a 
boost to the lighter side of life. 


"Some people put money in 


our bank just so they can use 
the checks all over the country 
and the world," he said. 


The bank has a three-county 


service area "which is pretty 
much open country." A sub- 
stantial amount of business 
comes from farmers and ranch- 
ers, but many of the bank's 
customers live in the Dallas- 
Fort Worth area which is less 
than an hour's drive away. 
Many of these customers once 
lived in Rio Vista but have 
moved to the big cities. 


Three generations of the 


Smith family work in the bank. 
Smith's nephew is a vice presi- 
dent. The bank employs about 
55 workers. 


Smith said being small is an 


advantage for the bank. "We 
try to maintain personal con- 
tact with our customers. We've 
been here a long time. We cer- 
tainly want to have a modest 
outlook because we're not try- 
ing to be anything a bank can't 
be.

nobody knows just how old—is 
located between the county's 
Confederate Reunion Grounds 
and new Farm Road 2705. The 
existing bridge — the old steel 
frame type which can be found 
spanning creeks throughout the 
state—served as the basis for 
the Dr. McKenzie Memorial 
Bridge. The roof was added to 
that structure. 


Spanning Jack's Creek a 


short distance west of the FM 
2705 bridge across the creek, 
McKenzie Bridge is centered by 
a cooling shroud of greenery. A 
sandy path lined with prac- 
tically a tunnel of trees and 
assorted other foliage leads to 
and from the crossing. 


Benches have been attached 


to the railings on the bridge for 
those who wish to linger 
beneath the new roof of the 
structure. 


The bridge's namesake, Dr. 


C. P. McKenzie, was born and 
raised in Mexia. After ob- 
taining 
an 
education, 
he 


returned 
to his hometown 


during the height of the oil 
boom in 1920. He practiced 
medicine in Mexia for 53 years, 
available anytime of the day or 
night to help anyone in need. 


According to Ruth Cook, 


close friend of the late doctor, 
McKenzie was interested in 
"anything that was good for 
Mexia or Limestone County." 


The McKenzie Bridge adds 


yet another link to the chain of 
interesting sites along a loop of 
farm roads in the vicinity, 
according to Mrs. G. E. Martin, 
former nurse and secretary of 
Dr. 
McKenzie. Other 
at- 


tractions along the route in- 
clude the Confederate Reunion 
Grounds just 
south of the 


bridge, Lake Mexia and Fort 
Parker. 


As one donor to the Dr. 


McKenzie 
Bridge 
project 


wrote, "What better way to 
remember a very good doctor 
than a quiet, peaceful covered 
bridge we can all visit and 
enjoy."

Slowdowns Cause 


Flight Delays 


WASHINGTON (AF) - Spo- 


radic slowdowns by some air 
traffic controllers have com- 
bined with airport construction 
projects and weather problems 
to create major delays in flights 
to several 
cities in recent 


weeks, the Federal Aviation 
Administration says. 


The worst delays are oc- 


curring at Chicago's O'Hare In- 
ternational Airport, which is 
undergoing major runway con- 
struction work, but delays also 
have been reported at airports 
in New York, Washington, 
Pittsburgh, Miami and other 
cities. 


Most of the delays are caused 


by the construction work and by 
weather conditions, the FAA 
said Tuesday. However, it also 
acknowledged there had been 
sporadic slowdowns by air traf- 
fic controllers unhappy with la- 
bor negotiations. 


The FAA previously has 


stated it had no evidence of 
slowdowns,

but its 


agenda 
was 
apparently 


changed after the robbery of 
Aramburu's 
casket 
became 


known. 


The daring robbery appeared 


to be an act of defiance by the 
Montoneros who announced last 
August they were going to 
wage all-out war against the 
government of Isabel Peron, 
whom they accused of "betray- 
ing the revolutionary ideals of 
Peron." 


Police sources said Monto- 


neros slogans were sprayed on 
the tomb in the Recoleta Ceme- 
tery from which Gen. Aram- 
buru' body was stolen. He was 
buried there with state honors 
in July 1970 after lefist Peronist 
guerrillas kidnaped and killed 
him. 


Aramburu was one of the 


army officers who toppled the 
late President Juan D. Peron in 
September 1955. Peron returned 
to power in July 1973 and after 
his death last July 1 was suc- 
ceeded by his widow, Isabel.

Egypt May Try 


To Renew Ties 
With Russians 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - Ismail 


Fahmy, the straight-talking for- 
eign minister who engineered 
Egypt's friendship with the 
United States at the expense of 
its ties with Russia, has now 
convinced Soviet leader Leonid 
I. Brezhnev to visit Cairo. 


The Soviet Union announced 


Tuesday that Brezhnev will 
make his first visit to Cairo in 
January for meetings with 
President Anwar Sadat. Brezh- 
nev agreed to the summit after 
long talks with Fahmy and So- 
viet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko. 


The invitation indicated that 


Sadat is apparently becoming 
unhappy with the scarcity of 
concrete results from his year- 
old opening to the United 
States. 


Fahmy was accompanied to 


Moscow by chief of staff Lt. 
Gen. 
Abdel Ghany Gamasy and 


War Production Minister Ah- 
med Kamal. Their presence in- 
dicates Sadat hopes to restore 
the flow of Soviet arms, in- 
cluding the modern missiles 
and planes that have been sup- 
plied to Syria and other Arab 
states. 


A popular figure both in 


Washington and in Moscow, 
Fahmy 
made Egypt's new 


' search for a balance between 
the superpowers clear when he 
met with Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger on Sunday 
and the next morning flew off 
for Moscow. 


Fahmy was named foreign 


minister soon after the October 


1973 
war while in Washington 


making the first overtures to 
President Nixon and Kissinger 
for a more active U.S. role in 
settling the crisis between Is- 
rael and the Arabs. 


The romance he helped engi- 


neer reached a peak last June 
when millions of Egyptians 
greeted Nixon in Cairo and the 
American 
leader 
promised 


Egypt nonmilitary nuclear and 
economic aid. 


Two months earlier, Sadat 


had lashed out at the Soviets 
for not supplying him sufficient 
arms and declared he would 
search elsewhere for military 
supplies.

the Israeli and Syrian arsenals 
were replenished while Ameri- 
can diplomacy 
made little 


neadwajy'n the Middle East,

home accidents, however, as 
mothers, forced to arise an 
hour earlier than usual, stum- 


bled around half asleep, mak- 
ing oatmeal for their young 
ones and burning their fingers 
on the stewpan and spilling 
milk on the floor. No wonder 
they complained. 


We notice that on some of our 


major, 
high-speed freeways 


that workers, heading for the 


job, 
drive like they still were 


half asleep. But they always did 
that.

Alaskans call "the lower 48 
states" 
were 
complaining 


about day light saving in 
winter, Alaskans were laughing 
at them. 


They send their kids to school 


in the dark during almost all 
the classroom seasons. There 
are only about 4M- hours of day- 
light in Fairbanks, for instance, 
from November through Febru- 
ary. 


Also, they go to school in 


temperatures ranging down to 
70 below with roads and side- 
walks usually covered with ice 
and snow. 


Kids 
from 
kindergarten 


through high school often walk 
two miles through this sort of 
weather to reach the school 
bus. 


Attendance is required if it is 


warmer than 40 degrees below 
zero. Warmer? 


Now if Congress wants to do 


something 
really useful, it 


should warm up the Alaskan 
winters. That shouldn't be any 
harder than moving the sun, 
moon and stars ahead. 


Energy people estimated that 


daylight saving time in the win- 
ter did save about one per cent 
of the nation's fuel, but then 
added the saving mostly was in 
coal, the prime fuel in the east 
and north for making elec- 
tricity. 


It appears that coal will sup- 


plant oil and gas for generating 


electricity if President 
Ford 


has his way. Turns out we have 
more coal than oil or gas now 
and oil and gas are being pre- 
served for other vital uses. 


A little footnote to history 


says that Benjamin Franklin 
was the first to suggest day- 
light saving time. 


Then he tried to say it was 


all a joke. He invented elec- 
tricity, 
remember, 
and 
it 


wasn't to his interest to have 
people saving on electricity. 


That is, as soon as he could 


build some generating plants, 
stretch wires across the Origi- 
nal 13, and invent the computer 


to send out bills. 


He never got around to doing 


any of that. He was having too 
good a time in Paris whooping 


it up at the free lunch counters 
provided by other ambassadors 
and curing himself from the 
resulting gout.

breast cancer shows promise of 
saving women's lives, says Dr. 
Justin J. Stein, who is cured of 
a cancer that struck him 30 
years ago. 


Dr. Stein, president of the 


American Cancer Soriety, told 
its annual meeting today that 
there "is much to be hopeful 


for" 
from research 
against 


various forms of cancer. 


Telling of experiences so far 


in 27 new breast cancer detec- 
tion programs, Dr. Stein said 
that one located in Atlanta had 
so far found 11 breast cancers, 
of which only one had spread 
yet to regional lymph nodes. 


He said that by 


such a spread has already oc- 
curred in 50 to 60 per cent of 
breast cancers which women 
find themselves. And "women 
today discover the presence of 
their own breast cancers about 
95 per cent of the time," and 
hence have been the earliest 
detectors. 


Breast cancers are highly cu- 


rable when they are small and 
non-invasive, Dr. Stein said. 
But when women do find their 
own cancers, they are usually 
over one inch in diameter. 


In 1945, he had reticulum cell 


sarcoma, a form of cancer that 
can fatally invade the lymph 
system. He was given one year 


iy sur- 


gery and radiation. Dr. Stein is 
professor of radiology at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles School of Medicine. 


The Breast Cancer Detection 


Demonstration Projects pro- 
gram was set up jointly by the 
Cancer Society and the Nation- 
al Cancer Institute to "test new 
methods for the earlier diag- 
nosis of breast cancer," he ex- 
plained. 


While the Atlanta experience 


is extremely limited to date, it 
shows "the time to diagnose 
breast cancer is while they are 
still small, or not even pal- 
pable, and before the patient 
has any symptoms," he said. 


I Story of Buried Gold Haunts Even the Army

SANDS MISSILE 


RANGE, N.M. (AP)-Old Doc 
Noss is haunting the U. S. Army 
again. His tale of a cavern of 
gold bars in the New Mexico 
desert won't rest. 


The part-Cheyenne Indian 


wanderer and occasional foot 
doctor, whose legal name was 
Milton Ernest Noss, has been 
dead these 25 years. But the 
story of his gold is perpetuated 
by Ova Noss, his first wife, and 
by others who still seek the 
treasure. 


Lately F. I,ee Bailey, the 


well-known Boston lawyer, has 
joined with the believers. Bail- 
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ey says his secret clients have 
found gold near the Noss claim. 


Fearing an unscientific, un- 


military gold rush, the Army 
has placed an entire basin in 
themoonlike San Andres Moun- 
tains under 24-hour armed 
guard. 


In the center of the basin 


stands the lone peak where 
Noss said he found and lost his 
fortune in the late 1930s. He de- 
scribed thousands of gold bars 
stacked in a cavern like cor- 
dwood, chests of coins and jew- 
els, church relics, armament 
and 27 tied and tortured human 
skeletons.

That's what Ova Noss, now 


78, told an Albuquerque Trib- 
une writer in an interview in 
her trailer home in Clovis, 


N.M., 
before her attorneys iso- 


lated her from the press. She 
showed two old swords, a silver 
napkin ring with an 1868 date 
and a two-handled silver bowl 
engraved "Brazil." 


Doc Noss found the cavern, at 


the bottom of a natural shaft, 
while hunting in 1937. Mrs. Noss 
recalled the day a few weeks 
later 
when 
her 
husband 


climbed out of the cavern, 
dropping a metal bar at her 
feet. "That's the last one of 


those I'm going to haul out." 


"Why, 
Doc— that's yellow — 


it must be gold!" 


And Noss, shouting in the 


desert: "If that's gold we can 
make John D. Rockefeller look 
like a tramp!" 


In the next two years, Mrs. 


Noss related, she and her chil- 
dren by a previous marriage 
helped Noss pull heavy sacks 
out of the shaft, but he never 
allowed them or anyone else to 
see the cavern. She said some 
of the gold bars were buried 
elsewhere by Noss, and others 
he sold.

mine tales, the treasure cave 
was lost. With the help of an 
engineer, 
Noss 
placed 


dynamite charges at a narrow 
place about 180 feet down the 
shaft. The miscalculated blast 
caved it in. 


Noss spent much of his re- 


maining 10 years chipping at 
the cave-in, looking for lateral 
passages and improving two 
other timbered shafts on the 
mountain. 


In January, 1949, Ova Noss 


and a partner refiled the Noss 
claims on Victorio Peak in 
their own names. By this time 
the couple was divorced and 
Noss 
had 
remarried. 
He 


showed up soon after with 
Texas businessmen Charley 
Ryan and Roscoe Parr as part- 
ner-backers. One 
unverified 


land office report says Ova 
Noss kicked him off the peak. 


Ryan rented a house at 


Hatch, N.M., and Noss visited 
him there March 5,1949. An ar- 
gument over the gold developed 
and witnesses said Noss ran out 
of the house to his pickup 
truck, where there was a re- 
volver. Ryan shot twice from 
the porch. The career of the 44- 
year-old foot doctor-prospector 
ended with a bullet in the back 
of his skull. 


Police found $2.16 in his 


workclothes pockets. Ryan was 
tried and acquitted. 


The Army acquired Victorio 


Peak several years after Noss' 
death and for nearly two dec- 
ades has stood between the 
mountain and the civilian heirs 
to the Doc Noss dream. 


"Allowing access to treasure 


seekers 
could 
result 
in 


breaches of national security as 
well as exposing the searchers 
to dangerous levels of radiation 
and possible detonations," says 
an Army fact sheet. In conver- 
sation, information officers add 
snakes and scorpions. 


But the Army also admits to 


an embarrassing spell of mili- 
tary gold fever at the peak 13 
years ago. 


Bailey says, "I'm satisfied 


that some Army personnel have 
looked for the gold in the past 
and probably still are." 


Lt. Col. Donald Keller, range 


information chief, 
responds: 


"Anyone who thinks the Army 
is officially up there scratching 
around for a legendary treas- 
ure doesn't have his thinking in 
perspective. We're just flat not 
in that business." 


The business here is testing 


missiles and studying war. The 
security-restricted range is 100 
miles long and 40 miles wide, 
and the desert is wired with 
$1.1 billion in scientific equip- 
ment. The place is so desolate 
it hid the world's first nuclear 
explosion in 1945. 


Bailey says his clients have 


found treasure and want only to 
bring it out legally, present it 
to a New Mexico State court 
and prove their finders-keepers 
ownership. 


The timing is good. After 


Dec. 31, Americans will no 
longer be prohibited from own- 
ing gold bullion. 


New Mexico Atty. Gen. David 


Norvell last year signed an 
agreement 
giving 
Bailey's 


clients immunity from state 
prosecution for trespass if they 
gave 25 per cent of the gold to 
the state, Then he went on to 
sue the Army to let the gold 
claimers in. The Norvell suit 
raised an old accusation that 
the Army is conducting "un- 
authorized and unlawful covert 
operations" at Victorio Peak. 
Ova Noss said the same thing 
13 years ago. 


At first the range command- 


er, Maj. Gen. John Shinkle, de- 
nied the story. But in the face 
of evidence, the general even- 
tually admitted that "a joint ef- 
fort of the Army and the Treas- 
ury" had taken place at the 
peak. 


In the end, the 
venture 


proved inconclusive. The peak 
has been officially undisturbed 
for 11 years.

Dolph Briscoe has rejected an 
endorsement by the Texas 
Fiery Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 


Scott 
Nelson announced 


Tuesday the endorsement of 
both Briscoe and Lt. Gov. Bill 
Hobby "because both are 
against union agency shop 
proposals that would require 
payment of union dues even by 
those who have no desire to 
do." 


In rejecting the endorsement, 


Briscoe said he "will not accept 
endorsement of any arm of the 
Ku Klux Klan." 


"I do not agree with any or- 


ganization which tried to pit one 
citizen against the other," 
Briscoe said.
